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The  Bureau  is  organized  into  five  permanent  divisions:  1.  The  Admin- 
istration Division,  charged  with  duties  supervisory  in  relation  to  the 
several  divisions;  2.  The  Labor  Division,  engaged  in  the  collection  and 
tabulation  of  statistical  and  other  information  relating  to  matters  affect- 
ing labor  and  the  condition  of  the  working  people,  as  well  as  questions 
of  general  economic  and  social  interest;  3.  The  Manufactures  Division, 
which  collects  and  tabulates  Statistics  of  Manufactures;  4.  The 
Municipal  Division,  which  collects  and  tabulates  Statistics  of  Municipal 
Finances;  5.  The  Free  Employment  Offices  Division,  embracing  the  ad- 
ministration of  the  State  Free  Employment  Offices,  of  which  there  are 
three,  located  respectively  at  8  Kneeland  Street,  Boston;  84  Bridge 
Street,  Springfield;  and  41  North  Main  Street,  FaU  River.  During 
the  period  of  taking  and  compiling  the  Census  a  sixth,  the  Census  Di- 
vision, is  organized. 

The  functions  of  the  Bureau  and  the  duties  of  the  Director  are  sum- 
marized in  Section  1  of  Chapter  371  of  the  Acts  of  1909,  entitled  "An 
Act  to  Provide  for  a  Bureau  of  Statistics,"  as  follows: 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  Bureau  of  Statistics,  the  duties  of  which 
shall  be  to  collect,  assort,  arrange,  and  publish  statistical  information 
relative  to  the  commercial,  industrial,  social,  educational,  and  sanitary 
condition  of  the  people,  the  productive  industries  of  the  Commonwealth, 
and  the  financial  affairs  of  the  cities  and  towns;  to  establish  and  main- 
tain free  employment  offices  as  provided  for  by  chapter  four  hundred 
and  thirty-five  of  the  acts  of  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  six  and 
amendments  thereof;  and  to  take  the  Decennial  Census  of  the  Common- 
wealth required  by  the  Constitution  and  present  the  results  thereof  in 
such  manner  as  the  General  Court  may  determine.

Containing  statistical  tables  and  descriptive  matter  relative  to  the  work  of  the  offices  main- 
tained under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Bureau  in  Boston,  Springfield,  and  Fall  River. 

Besides  these  annual  publications  the  Bureau  issues  from  time  to  time: 

(a)  The  Labor  Bulletin. 

Containing  statistical  and  other  information  relating  to  matters  affecting  labor  and  the  condi- 
tion of  the  wage-earning  population. 

(b)  The  Municipal  Bulletin. 

Containing  matter  relating  to  municipal  affairs,  especially  finances,  and  intended  to  promote 
a  sound  and  efficient  administration  of  city  and  town  government  in  Massachusetts. 

(c)  The  Decennial  Census. 

The  Decennial  Census  of  the  Commonwealth  for  1905  is  published  complete  in  four  volumes.

Introductory. 

The  matter  presented  in  this  Bulletin  constitutes  the  eleventh  annual  edition 
of  the  Directory  of  Labor  Organizations  in  Massachusetts,1  the  first  directory  of  this 
character  having  been  published  in  August,  1902. 

The  present  edition  follows  in  general  plan  that  of  1911  and  consists  of  four  divi- 
sions: (I.)  "National  and  International  Organizations,"  having  one  or  more  affiliated 
local  unions  in  the  United  States;  (II.)  "State,  District,  and  Trades  Councils,"  con- 
sisting of  organizations  composed  of  delegates  from  local  organizations  within  a  partic- 
ular trade  or  group  of  trades,  or  within  a  definite  district  comprising  more  than  a 
single  city  or  town;  (III.)  "Central  Labor  Bodies,"  composed  of  delegates  from  local 
unions  in  the  same  locality;  and  (IV.)  "Local  Trade  Unions,"  composed  of  wage- 
earners  in  a  single  locality  directly  associated  in  what  may  be  called  the  "unit"  body 
of  organization. 

Various  methods  of  securing  information  have  been  used  in  conjunction  with  one 
another  in  compiling  the  present  directory.  There  have  been  added  to  a  card  file, 
consisting  of  an  individual  card  for  each  organization  included  in  the  directory  for 
1911,  additional  cards  for  unions  organized  since  that  time.  Careful  records  have  been 
kept  on  these  cards  of  all  changes  in  meeting  places,  secretaries,  and  other  information 
pertinent  to  the  subject.  Schedules  were  sent  in  June  of  the  present  year  to  all  of 
the  National  and  International  Unions  in  the  United  States  requesting  a  list  of  their 
affiliated  locals  in  Massachusetts,  together  with  the  names  and  addresses  of  the  re- 
spective local  secretaries.  Similar  schedules  were  sent  to  all  State,  District,  and  Trades 
Councils,  and  Central  Labor  Bodies.  The  Bureau  has  been  able,  by  these  means, 
and  also  by  a  careful  consideration  of  newspaper  clippings  relative  to  labor  organiza- 
tions in  the  Commonwealth,  to  secure  information  with  reference  to  the  organization 
of  new  unions  and  the  disbanding  of  those  formerly  existing. 

A  schedule  of  questions,  to  which  was  attached  an  explanatory  statement  with 
reference  to  the  directory,  was  mailed  to  each  organization  in  Massachusetts  known

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to  be  in  existence.  It  is  gratifying  to  state  that  the  schedules  were  returned  by  over 
84  per  cent  of  the  local  organizations  addressed.  The  desired  information  was  obtained 
in  nearly  all  of  the  remaining  cases,  where  no  returns  were  received  from  secretaries 
of  local  organizations,  from  the  secretary  of  the  National  or  International  organization 
with  which  the  local  organization  was  affiliated. 

Any  information  or  suggestion  that  would  add  to  the  value  of  the  next  edition 
of  the  directory  would  be  gladly  received,  and  local  secretaries  are  urged  to  send  notice 
of  any  change  in  the  particulars  published  herein  in  regard  to  the  organizations  with 
which  they  may  be  connected. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  collection  of  returns  and  the  preparation  and  printing 
of  the  directory  necessarily  cover  a  period  of  several  weeks,  some  changes  have  no 
doubt  occurred  since  the  information  herein  presented  was  obtained,  consequently 
those  who  have  occasion  to  consult  this  directory  should  bear  this  fact  in  mind. 

The  Bureau  desires  to  express  its  appreciation  of  the  ready  response  to  its  inquiries 
accorded  by  the  officials  with  whom  it  has  had  occasion  to  communicate.
